During  19^4  uuch  pre^^arator^’-  rrork  T;as  oa.rried.  cut  on  this  scheme 
iTith  the  object  of  submitting  the  outline  propose^ls  to  the  ilinistr^^  of 
Housing  and  Local  G-overnment.  Some  difficulties  vrere  e^operienced  in 
finding  a suitable  site  for  the  proposed  pumping  station  at  T7est  Bay 
but  these  \iere  ultimately  overcome  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  interested 
Authorities . 

By  the  end  of  NovoEber,  19^4  the  three  constituent  Councils  had 
adopted  formally  the  Consulting  Engineer’s  outline  proposals  and  the 
necessaiy  applications  have  been  made  for  the  rlinister’s  approval. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  I.Iinister  vri.ll  soon  make  knovsi  just  hovr  he 
intends  to  proceed  v/ith  regard  to  an^'-  public  local  enquiry  or  other 
inve  s ti  ga,tion , 


hlUC  SUPPLY. 

Since  19^1,  the  responsibility  for  the  issue  of  licences  for  the 
use  of  special  designation  in  connection  rri.th  mrHc,  or  the  registration 
of  distributors  vras  trcjisferred  from  the  Council  to  the  Dorset  County 
Council  under  the  Ilillc  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  19^0.  The 
County  Council,  honever,  have  continued  to  keep  tliis  Council  informed 
regarding  the  number  of  samples  talcen  a.nd  the  analyses  of  these , During 
the  year  51  samples  vrere  taJcen  and  all  passed  the  prescribed  test,  8 
Dealers’  licences  to  sell  pre-packed  miHc  and  2 Dealers’  licences  to 
sell  untreated  milk  were  issued. 

_^he  (special  Desi^atjiqnJ^  Regulations^  1^963. 

from  the  ist.  October,  19^4  the  special  designation  for  raw  milk 
became  ’untreated’  instead  of  ’tuberculin  tested’.  The  special  designations 
for  heat  treated  miUv  remain  unaltered, 

Da^rie^s^  ^_^e s^erya-tive )_  Regulations^  1 9,62_, 

This  regulation  came  into  force  on  26/7/62.  It  makes  it  illegal  for 
a person  to  add  any  preservative  to  milk  or  to  sell  milk  to  vvhich  any 
preservative  has  been  a.dded.

I present  for  your  consideration  the  follomng  report  on  our  work 
in  1964* 


On  the  8th  of  May,  1964>  Mr,  E,E,  Roughton  joined  the  staff  as 
Public  Health  (Meat)  Inspector,  and  thereby  filled  the  va,cancy  created  when 
Mr,  Dennis  left  us  on  the  19th  December  of  the  previous  year.  The  Offices, 
Bhops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963*  came  into  force  on  the  1st  August,  196^- 
and  from  that  date  tir,  B,C,  V/ilmot  took  up  an  appointment  part-time  vdth 
Bridport  Rural.  District  and  part-time  with  Lym.e  Regis  Borough  Councils, 

Mr,  wilmot  left  us  on  the  31st  December,  19^4  to  rejoin  the  Colonial  Service, 
Mrs,  E.E,  Chai’d,  who  v;as  part-time  Typist/Clerk  to  the  department,  left 
on  the  25th  December,  19^4  and  Miss  J,  'Thetham  joined  the  staff  in  that 
capacity,  but  full-time,  a,s  from  the  31st  December, 


I am  grateful  for  the  supx-jort  received  from  members  of  the  Council  and 
for  the  help  and  advice  of  cliief  officers  and  other  colleagues.  To 
Dr,  A,  .Armit,  who  retired  a.s  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  mid  I964,  T 
would  express  my  thanl:s  for  the  happy  associations  enjoyed  vdth  him  since 
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wai  SIFPLIffi.. 

\Te_st_  Dorset  V-'ater  Board. 

In  Dobruai^^,  196^1-  the  'later  Board  coiniD^-oted  Phase  2 ol*  its  Regdonal 
Scheme,  ercept  for  the  provision  of  equipnont  at  Hooke  pupping  station. 

This  programme  included  the  provision  of  reservoirs  at  South  Perrott,  Bunkers 
Hill  and  Hooke. 

A substantial  amount  of  uork  has  been  completed  on  Phase  if  and  v/ork  on 
Phase  5 is  in  hand.  The  mains  to  P5imore  hamlet  'w'ere  laid  as  a matter  of 
urgency. 

During  the  yea.r  because  of  the  dr^^  v/eathcr  contamination  of  the  Cliideook 
supply  occurred  from  tine  to  tine  and  made  it  nocessa,r;^’’  for  the  v/ater  to  be 
boiled  before  driifd-iig.

A satisfactory  chemical  analysis  from  a private  source  was 
obtained  during  the  year. 

In  connection  ivith  water  supplies  I made  106  visits  during  the  year. 

See  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report  for  supplies  to  individual  parishes 
Drainage  and  tSewerage. 

iHthoiigh  progress  has  been  aclaieved  and  the  Council  have  provided 
approximately  one  village  sewerage  scheme  each  year,  in  a large  portion 
of  the  district  the  drainage  is  still  generally  unsatisfactory  and 
crude  untreated  se?/age  is  discharged  into  the  nearest  watercourse  in 
most  cases.  Main  dnainage  is  now  available  in  BotherRiampt on  (village 
and  'Yalditch),  Bradpole  (Beaminster  Road,  East  Road  and  Coneygar  Road),'*- 
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Burton  Brcidstock,  Catlierston  Ley/eston,  Charuoutli,  i. unc’oiCTyle  (village), 
Shipton  G-orge.and  S^vnondsbuiry  (Tfest  Bay).  Unsatisfactory  main  drainage 
or  unsev/ered  areas  e:d.st  at  iillington,  Askersv/ell,  Bradpole  (village  and 
Pynore);  Cliideock  (village,  Uorth  Chideock  and  Seatoraa);;  and  Chilcombo, 
Litton  Cheney,  Loders  (village,  Uploders,  Yondover  and  r'atravers), 
kuncknoule  (V/est  Bexington),  S;\anondsbury  (village,  Eroadoak,  Eype 
and  ./atton),  Sy/yre,  vrait church  Canonicorum  (village,  Morcombelake, 

Eyall  and  Fishpond  Bottom)  a-nd  V/ootton  Fitzpaine  (village  and 
Loilvton ’.'.'yld) , Dv/ellings  in  these  latter  areas  are  normally  drained 
to  private  septic  tanks. 

In  connection  v/ith  sewerage  and  drainage  I made  21-  visits  during 
the  year,  but  this  does  not  include  visits  y;here  overfloy/ing  septic 
tanks  or  other  drainage  nuisances  existed.  Drainage  problems  arose  in 
Charmouth  and  Burton  13radstock  due  to  septic  tank  effluents  being 
discharged  into  clay,  and  it  is  hoped  that  both  areas  involved  will  have 
an  extension  sevrer  provided  by  1966.

In  August  I made  a survey  of  all  verges,  layb3?-s,  etc.,  on  the  main 
motoring  roads  in  tn.e  district  and  found  a serious  state  of  affairs 
existed  both  from  the  deposit  of  litter  and  the  fouling  of  surrounding 
lands  by  faeces,  etc.  i'he  Council  hope  to  operate  a,  more  effective 
anti-litter  canpodgn  dui’ing  1965  and  to  introduce  public  conveniences 
on  the  major  la;/’byeo.

In  tills  connection  I made  4-  visits,  and  in  relation  to  infectious 
diseases  I made  115  visits  during  1964,  the  majority  of  v/hich  concerned 
the  tracing  of  suspect  tins  of  corned  beef  following  the  Aberdeen  typhoid 
outbreak.  No  terminal  disinfections  v;ere  carried  out  in  connection  vjith 
infectious  diseases. 


The  part  time  Rodent  Operator  continued  to  give  excellent  service 
during  the  year,  and  carried  out  disinfestations  and  sui’veys  of  privat 
dwellings,  business  prerriises  and  lands.

Caravan  and  Camping  Sites. 

During  licenses  had  been  issued  by  t e Council  a,uthorising 

the  stationing  of  218  tents  on  6 sites  (varyiixg  from  12  to  50  tents  on 
a site)  and  in  addition  the  Camping  Club  of  G-reat  Bi’itain  and  Ireland 
issued  a certificate  for  100  tents  on  1 site  in  the  district.  The 
total  number  of  licensed  tenting  sites  is  therefore  7,  containing 
318  tents. 

Caravan  sites  vdthin  the  Rural  District  are  licensed  under  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I96O  and  at  the  end  of 
the  seasonal  period  the  position  was  as  follows: - 

37  sites  in  the  district  authorised  to  contain  21  residential 
caravans,  1,135  seasonal  and  I30  tovuring  caravans,  a total  of  1,286 
caravans. 

In  addition  nine  sites  in  the  rural  district  held  certificates 
issued  by  various  exempted  organisations  authorising  100  caravan 
standings  for  their  touring  members. 
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within  the  district  there  are  therefore,  sites  containing  1,386 
caravans,  of  which  230  are  specifically  for  touring  purposes. 

During  the  year  the  Council  refused  to  increase  the  number  of  caravans 
authorised  on  one  site  licence  by  the  addition  of  Z*!.  cmavans  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  there  ^-ere  tliree  applications  pending  in  respect  of  t?;o 
nev;  sites  and  an  increase  of  29  on  an  existing  site. 

One  discontinuence  order  involved  a site -containing  16  caravans  and 
becr.me  operative  on  the  14th  of  April, 

As  licensees  have  required  the  Council  have  ajaended  their  site 
licence  so  that  the  seasonal  use  period  now  extends  from  the  l6th  of 
March  to  the  31st  of  October, 

Five  informal  notices  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act  were  served  during  the  year  aiid  all  v;ere  complied  mtli  or 
had  been  made  a subject  of  a site  licence  application  by  the  end  of  the 
year. 

In  connection  v:ith  caravans  and  camping  sites,  70  visits  were  made 
during  the  year.

71  visits  of  an  exploratory  character-  wore  made  and  4S  of  these 
were  in  respect  of  employers  who  were,  at  tha.t  time  not  covered  by  the 
Act  for  one  reason  or  the  other. 
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'rhe  woalcness  of  the  Act  seems  to  lie  in  a defi/dtion  affecting  six 
hotels  in  the  district  '-liere  laoour  is  employed,  often  seasonrdly,  and 
whore  the  employen''s  escape  registi’ation  because  uhe  diidng  rooms  and  bars 
are  said  not  to  be  principally  for  serving  non-residents.  No  applications 
for  exemptions  under  the  four  relevant  sections  v/ere  made  during  the  year.

Vlie  najoritj'-  of  the  57  lbs  of  corned  beef  were  voluntarily  surrendered 
v;hen  every  food  shop  in  the  district  \7as  visited  follovdng  the  Aberdeen 
typh.oid  outbreak. 

Some  of  the  tins  carried  the  correct  code  number  froi.i  the  South 
American  factories,  but  v;erc  not  the  correct  size.  These  were  sent  to 
the  laborator^r  for  exaiaination  and  it  v/as  reported  that  there  v/as  no 
danger  thei’sin. 

The  majority  of  the  i-emainjing  food  was  condemned  in  respect  of  a 
gross  rat  infestation  «r/  one  shop  in  the  district,  ivhen  dm^ing  one  night 
a great  quantity  of  the  food  stored  therein  was  fouled  by  the  rats. 

Besides  closing  the  shop  temporarily  and  condemning  food  v/hich  had  been 
fouled  rodent  control  v;orI:s  T.'cre  carried  out. 

The  frozen  cod  steakc  wore  condemned  as  a result  of  a complaint 
conoorrJr.g  the  smell  erising  i.hen  these  stcalcs  were  cooked.  This 

matter  v;as  taken  up  v:ith  the  manufacturers  concerned,  but  no  satisfactory 
explanaoion  could  be  offered  regarding  the  smell  in  a suoJ.1  portion  of  the 
consignment .

During  I964  the  final  inspection  of  dv;ollings  placed  in  Classification  F/ 
(those  requiring  demolition  and  replacing)  as  a result  of  the  preliminary 
survey  in  1956  continued  and  there  new  only  i'er-iains  13  dv/ellings  requiring 
to  be  finally  inspected,  one  being  in  ./ootton  fitzpaine  parish  and  the 
remainder  in  '.LdtchiArch  Cnnoni corum  perish. 


The  state  at  the  31st  of  December,  I964  is  shorn  in  appendices 
one  and  tvo.  .ippendix  I shows  the  classification  of  all  of  the  3 >21 2 
separate  dwellings  vdthin  this  district.  It  is  pleasing  to  know  that 
over  2/3  of  tl  lese  dv/ellings  are  now  in  Classification  I and  tliat  only 
3^  fo  or  109  dwellings  remain  in  Cla.ssification  If.  Ten  years  have  now 
elapsed  since  the  prelir.iinary  survey  was  carried  out  and  a,lmost  exactly 
500  additional  dv.’elling  units  have  been  provided  in  this  district  during 
that  tine.  Tliis  figure  does  not,  of  course  represent  nevf  dwellings 
entirely,  for  in  addition  all  conversions  of  pi'operties  into,  for  example 
flats,  ai’e  also  included  and  the  gross  figure  is  reduced  by  demolitions 
etc.,  carried  out  over  the  period.
